"F Hat His Sacred Majeſty gave no 

Cauſes for this War; but that 
Perpetual, and Irreconcilable Enemy to 
Chriſtianity , provoked by mo Injurie 3 
without any © olour, or Pretence of Juſtice, 
or Floueſty; In the Year 1660. Seized 
upon Waradine, a ſtrong Caſtle on the very 
Borders of Hungary, which he Garriſcn'd 
with a great party to infeſt the Neighbon- 
71g Provincee. 2. Upon 
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2. Upon which account, hjs Sacred 
Imperial Majeſty, was mot onely forc'd t0 
Raiſe a ſuddain Army Himlelt, to oppoſe 
ſo great an Enemy, but alſo to call for ay4 
from the other Princes and States of the 
Empire; 4s /ik:wiſe to look out to other 
Chriſtian Kings and Srate*, mleſſe be 
would have expoſed the while Kingdom «f 
Hungary to preſent danger, and let thoſe 
Royal Provinces of Tranſylvania, Wal- 
lachia, and Moldavia be rent off frout 
Chriferdom, and Enuſlav'd tothe Tur- 
kiſh Empire. 

3- When the Enemy gave ſome hopes of 
a Friendly Compoſing the Buſines, his $4- 
cred Imperial Majefty was defeGive in 
nothing which uhon box ſt Condit jons might 
Conduce to Peace. 

4. When the laſt Year a Treaty w.t be- 
gun between his Majeſties Ambaſſadyur, 
and Ari Baſſa, Plenipotentiary from the 
Turk, which afterwards was by Common 
Conſent perfeGed, aud in Fxpeiation of 4 
Ratification, then began other more weigh- 
ty Conditions to be required, and harder 
Jerms, with a great deal of Perfidiouſneſ, 
were almojt impoſed upon ws : And atlait

having gathered a great Numer of Forces 
together, both out of Afia and Europe, V1Ns 
lating the Faith an4 Keligion of all former 
Treaties, hebrake into Hungary at the 
jame Inſtant, both Proclaiming, and Wa- 
ging War ; ( His Majeſties Embaſſidour, 
contrary to the Law of Nations, detain'd 
by force, ) was proudly, and contumeliouſly 
uſed. 

5. 'Trs Clear, this frandulent Enemy 
bath taken his opportunity in a time, when 
bi; Majeſties Hereditary Dominions havs 
been exhauſted by Continual WW ars,and other 
Caſes ; as likewiſe almoſt all other Chri- 
| ſtian Princes weakxed, by Civil Diſcords 
among | themſelves. 

6. Notwithſtanding which, his Sacred 
Imperial Majeſty, and his Dominions have 
omitted nothing, whereby they might ſuſtain 
the burthen of ſo great a War, ly their own 
frength, and binder the progreſs of the 
Enemy until the Aſſiſtance from the Princes 
of the Empire could be ready. 

7. Which neither coming in time, 10r 
with ſo conſiderable a Force as was neceſſa- 
rily requir'd, the florms ſpread further : 
Newhauſel, and other Cities of lefl Note

were ſubdued by the Turks 3 Moravia 
laid waft by the Incurſions of the Tartars ; 
meny Thouſand Chriſtians Carried away 
to perpetual Captivity,The Faith and Con» 


ftancy of Tranſylvania wavered ; and 


which is moſt confiderable, the Ambiticus 
Enemy took, courage from his Succeſſ ; $0 


that now he doth not onely promiſe himſelf 


the Kingdome of Hungary, but likewiſe 
publickly boafts , that he will ſuddainly be 
Head of the Weſtern Empire. 

2. Towhich purpoſe, as we are inform'd 
from good hands, he intends to be in the 
Field the next Spring, and with a greater 
Force then formerly, ſet up his Imperial 


. Majeſty, and the Chriftian Empire, re- 


ſolving to carry away with him all that he 
meegeth with from fourteen Tears of Age to 
Sixty 

9. *Iis true indeed, the danger of this 
War doth more immediaily hang over his 


Imperial Majeſty, and his Domizions, but 


then it is not leſt a truth, that all other 
Chriſtian Princes, beth ix General and 
Particular are concern'd. 

10. Not onely becauſe all profeſſing 
Chriſtianity are by that Boxd uxited into 
A 4 oue 
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oge Body, efpeciall againſt him who equally 


deteſts all, taking his firſt Riſe fromthe 
Ruines of Chriſtian Kingdoms ; particu- 
larly the Faſtern Empire it ſelf, aud now 
defires nothing more then by propagating 
the Mahumetan Superſtition, to extiu= 
guiſh Chriſtian Religion 
. 11. But in another reſped it zi Clear, 
that the Event of ths War doth Concern 
All, and every One, although they regard 
nothing but their own ſecurity | 
12. For ſeeing it is manifeſt, the King- 
dome of Hungary, «nd other his Majefties 
Domimons have been for a long time the 
ſole Bulwark of Chriſtendom 3 and nq 
eſſe manifeſt that , That being broke 
through,the reſt lies open to an Infinite Rab- 
ble of Parbarians:; Germany being in 
the midſt of Furore, and joyning upon moſt 
Chriſtian Kingdoms; the Conſequence 
muCt needs bethis; His Sacred Majeſty, 
and the ſ{rength of the Empire being once 


over-thrown, ( which God forbid ) that 


Cruel Enemy will lye heavy upon them all, 
and be equally formidable to every one of 
them. 

13. Neither is he onlyſs for number of 
Soul - 


Turkiſh Warre. 
Souldiers, (which all Chriſtian Prizoes 
ſhould they Muſter their Forces together, 
would ſcare equall ) but likewiſe for Mili- 
tary Diſcipline ; for in ſo numerous an 
Army there is ne, that drink Wine; .are 
delicate in 'the Qyet , or in any other un- 
neceſſaries ; none that maintain Char» 
riots; Feuds,, Women, or any ſuch like 
Impediments of. Var ; So that the Turks 
can with leſicharge maintainThree Hun= 
dred Thouſand in Armes, then any 
Chriſtian Prince Fifcy Thouſand. = 
14. Moreover, be hath this Advantage, 
be never Regardeth the lofſe of his Men 3 
the Effuſion of whoſe blood he careth not 
for, ſo he may gain his deſign upon thoſe he 
Warreth againſt; Subdzing Town, and. 
Country : the Common Souldiers them- 
ſelves, out of a ſtrange Superſtitious per 
ſwafſion, voluntarily devoting their Lives to 
bis Service, whiljt all Chriſtian P rinces 
are in another Condition, there being ns 
V :ory ſo great, but may be purchaſed too 


dear by Chriſtian Blood. 


15. Totheſe, we may add, that at this 
rime (tothe great diſgrace of Chriften- 
dome) the Turk bath very nigh a perfeft 
| Army 
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Army of Chriſtian Rebells, and Rene. 
oadoes 3 who being formerly brought up in 
H'arrs am:;ngft Chriſtian Princes, by.en- 
gaging themſelves to the Turk, teach them 
the readieſt way of Pitching Battles, Be. 
fieging Towns, and ordering thely Camp, 
heretofore not know by them. 

16. Inthe Common cauſe this is the ſole 
difference ;, bis Imperial Majeſty cannot 
venture without ſom? conſiderable danger, 
every wound given him (4s the Proverb 
zs) goes tothe heart; but other Princes 
may engage without any Conſiderable da- 
mage, in reſpec of their power and ſtrength, 
ſo that they ſhall not partake of his Maje- 
flies danger, but g ain to themſelves Eternal 
praiſe and honour 

17. Six Hundred Years agoe, and 
drverſe times ſince, the Chriſtian 
I rinces undertook a Forreign Expedition 
againſt the Turk ; onely out of a deſign 
to propagate the Chriſtian Cauſe z and 
the Common people Emulating their piety, 
Contributed thereunto - voluntarily upon 
their own account. | 

18, Neither is it probable any Chri- 
ſtian Princes have ſo far degenerated ow 
the 
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the piety of their Anceſlors, as not to aſſiſt 
the ſameCauſe,which is n:w more neceſſaty, 
becauſe to repell, not waze a War ; |o that 
that confederacy cannot but be moſt accep- 
table to God, wherein all Chriſtian Prixces 
unanimouſly agree ro maintain the Common 
Cauſe of i. hriſtendom. 

19. The Report of this Confederacy (for 
Fame makes all things ſound at the beſt) 
may not alittle Contribute towards the 
1//ar. or at lea(t-wayes take from the Ene= 
my that hope, which he hath hitherto pro- 
mis'd himſelf from the diſcords of Chri- 
ſtian Princes, by which means he will ot 
be ſo far Conceited, but dread that Power 
when united, which he Contemned, whilſt 
divided into FaGions. 

20. However things happen, his Sacred 
Majeſty, under the proteGion of Divine 
Providenceis reſolu'd to venture, and Sa- 
crifice, both to his. own, and Peoples For- 
tunes in defence of Himſelf, and the Pub- 
lick good. | 

21. Butleaſt he ſhould ſeem defe&ive in 
that which was his Duty, (it being a ſatis- 
fatiion in misfortune to have omitted no- 
thing, that might prevent it) be thought fit 

ts 


The Reaſons of the 
fo ſend ſome of his Chief No'ility to muſt 
Prixces in Chriftendom, that as well by 
bjs Entreaty, as Example they might par- 
ticipate of ſo Glorious an Enterprize. 

22, Which thing having once purposd, 
He immediately thonght npon their Ho- 
nourable Lordſhips the States General, 
not doubting, but that their Prudence, end 
Acquaintance with ſuch Affairs will give 
an anſwer that may be an Example to other 
Princes, and let them underfland that a 
Common danger, is to be Engaged againſt 
by a Common Charge and Councell, hoping 
they will give ſuch Aſſitance as " ſhall be 
agreeable to the greatneſs of the danger, 
the Dignity which they bear amoneſt other 
Chriſtian States; the Publick and Pri- 
vate Wealth of. thiſe Provinces they com- 
' mand and that Glory which hath accru'd 
to them both in Peace, and War : and 
laſtly to the True, and fincere F riendſhip 
which. bath alwayes been between them , 
and th: Roman Empire. 

23. Eſpecially when they well know 
there ſeldome occurrys Matter for fo much 
Virtue and Fraiſe, and ther:fore his Ma- 
Jejiy doth eaſily aſſure himſelf that = 
tperr 
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Turkiſh Warre. 
their own accord they would engage inſo 
Holy a War, and not ſuffer the Chriſtian 
Cauſe to be Over-thrown, or ftand ſtill 
whil/+ others reap the Glory. 

24. One thing more muſt be obſerv'd, 
that the Greateſt Concern in the Aﬀaire, 
Conſiſts in the Expedition , which as it 
Commends all Courteſies; ſo it is abſolutely 
peceſſary to this that his Majeſty may bave 
ſufficient time to anticipate the Conncel of 
his Enemes. 

25. But above all things, this muſt be 
taken n9tice of (viz) how much it concerns 
all men that will bear part in ſo Pious a 
work. that this Year, or as ſoon as can be, 
the War be undertaken, that ſo the Enemy 
being fruſtrated of his deſign of overcoming 

Hungary, and Syubverting the Roman 
Empire, may be willing to Embrace an ho= 
neſt Peace, which z5 a happineſi his Majeſty 
cannot promiſe himſelf, nuleſi aſſiſted from 
other Chriſtian Princes; all being little 
enough, either to obtain the Vifory, or Cox 
tinue the War. | 

26. Eut the War being prolonged for 
ſome Tears, the whole Strength of the Em- 
Pie will be conſum'd, and by Conſequence 
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a greater neceſſity of requiring Forreign 
Ayd, which in ſo miſerable a Condition 
cannot be denyed, by thoſe that regard their 
own ſecurity; ſo that we may ſay, how much 
the left Chriſtian Princes contribute this 
Summer to the War ; ſo much the more will 
they be fort to give for the Future, neither 
then will it conduce ſo much to their praiſe, 


. becauſe requiſite to their preſervation. 


27. This is all bis Majefiy thought fit to 
Enform their Lordſhips of, though he might 
have added much mere, but choſe rather to 
omit it, lea$t he ſhould ſeem to doubt their 
Lordſhips willingneſi to Embrace ſo Noble a 
Specimen of a pi9us and generous a ſpirit, 
& it mul} needs be to ayd a diftreſf'd Friend. 

28. As for the form and manner of ſend- 
*ng the Aſſiſtance, it is very reaſonable the 
whole Buſineſt ſhould be left to the prudence 
and diſcretion of their Lordſhips ;, unleſt it 
way be thought expedient, that their Lord- 
ſmps Commiſſioners, together with the un- 


derwrittes Envoye Extra; from his |m- 


perial Majefty ſhould Examine, by what 


meaues the Buſineſi may be beſt perform'd, 


for the Publick Good, and leaft to their lofi 
and dammage. 


29. And 
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29. And asthe Conſcience of ſo Noble a 
FaG, is a Fs Reward to valiant 
Spirits ; ſo bis Majeſty, and all the Princes 
/ the Roman Empire ſhall for ever keep 
in memory, the greatneſi of the favour, and 
do promiſe upon the Faith of Germany, if 
occaſion ſerve, they ſhall be willing to repay, 
what ever Obligations your Lordſhups will 
lay pon them,

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Germans and the Hungarians. ) 
Theſe Troups finding themſelves 
under many Inconveniences, part- 
ly from the Hungarians, who deny- 
ed Victuals to the German Army, 
and partly from diſeaſes arifing 
from the diſagreement of the Cli. 
mate, were much weakned, and dj. 
miniſhed. Hzungary,is queſtionleſs 
a very braveCountry,and abounds 
in Wine, and certain Fruits, which 
taken toExcefile, breed dangerous 
Surfeitss The Hungariens in their 
deportment are generally Grave, 
and Modeſt, but being Afﬀronted 
by the Germans,and others of a dit- 
ferent Religion, they are prone to 
revenge,and hard to beReconciled.

A Narrative of the Moſt Re- 


marquable Occurrences at 


the Siege of Newhaulel. 


N the 15th of Auguſt, a Trou- 

per of the Walter;ſh Regi- 
ment, who in an Encounter had 
been taken Priſoner hard by Par- 
kam, came to Newhauſel, and Aﬀair- 
med that the Grand Vizier, in his 


Preſence, cauſed all the Priſoners 


to be put to the Sword, whereup- 

on 4O of the Turkiſh Priſoners in 

Newhauſel were beheaded in re- 
uital. 

On the 361h, dito, the Enemy 
marqud out the Forme of their 
Campe before Newhauſel, openly. 

On the 17th, Newhauſel play'd* 
{ome Guns into the 7zrks Campe, 

that 
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that did Execntion among them. 
Toward the Evening, the Grand 
Vizier f\ummon'd the Town, giving 
them three dayes to conſider of a 
Surrender; but being Anſwered 
Negatively, the Enemy began to 
play upon the Fort. 

On the 18th. the Turk, wits 
great Shout, and a Peal of Cannon, 
Approach'd the Vienna OatePoſted 
themſelves there,and preſent]y fell 
to digging, Notwithſtanding the 
continual ſhot made upon them ; 
and over againſt Forgats Bualwork, 
they raiſed a Battery from beneath. 

On the 19th. the Txrks play d 
their great Guns, and continued 
till the 23, making every day at 
leaſt 350. great Shot againſt the 
Wall, the Balls weighing 65, 48, 
35, and 22, povnd. 

On the 21th. the Befieged made 


. a dally, putting ſome of the Tzrks 


3 to 
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to the Sword, and took one Enſign 
from them, whereupon the Turks 
in their Poſt at the Vienna Gate, 
poſleſs'd themſelves of a Roundel, 
in which Action, many were ſlain 
on both ſides. 

On the 25th. the Turks began to 
Batter the Vienna-Gate. 

On the 25th. there came one 
Trk into the Mote,who was taken 
Priſoner, and confeſs d that he was 
{ent to Scout, for which he was 
immediately knock'd on the head, 

On the 29th. the Turkiſh Horſe 
retired from the Fort, and drew 
near unto the Tland Schutt, at 
whichtime they fird twelve Guns. 

Oa the 317h. the Enemy At- 
tempted the Palliſado's, 2nd began 
alioto fill up the Mote; and on 
this day, Lievetenant Colonel 
Mortiniſa Lamberg received a Shot, 
of which he dyed the day follow- 
3g, Septeraber 
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September the Fiſt, at night the 
Befieged, vowed to ſtand to it with 
their Officers to the laſt drop of 
their Blood. 

On the 24 dito, a great Number 
of Janiſaries came into the, Mote, 
againſt whom many ſhot were 
made, at which time it was ſuppo- 
ſed that the Enemy would give an 
Aſſault. | 

On the 34, two Corporals were 
condemned to dye for deſerting 
their Poſt, 

On the 5th 140 Auxiliaries came 
in from Comorrs, and Lievetenant 
Colonel Hager, was touched light- 
ly with a ball oftwo pound weight, 
and upon the ſame day the Turks 
forced out of the Ground ſome of 
the Palliſado's hard by the Fort, at 
which work, many of them were 
ſlain. 

Oa the 6th, the Turks Approach- 

C 4 ca 
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ed in digging, to the middle of the 
T own- Mote. 

On the 7th it rained, ſo that they 


could not work. 
On the 9th, Nine of the Defen- 


dents were killed by ſhot, and four. 


of the Turks were ſlain by one 
Chriſtian... 

On the 10th, an Officer was Con- 
demned to dye for leaving hisPoſt, 
and giving way to the Enemy. 

On' the 117th, the Tarks brake 
down the Vienna. Gate Bridge , 
which was repaired, and drawn up 
the next night; Many ſhot were 
this day made, and great Execu- 
tion done upon the Enemy. 

On the 1 3th they played ſtrong- 
Iy with their great Guns, both up- 
on the Wall, and into the City, but 
without much Harm. | 

On the 15th the Turks made a 
ſhotjuſt into the mouth of a great 
Gun 
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Gun in Newhaxſel, which made the 


 Gunfly, and killed one man hard 


by it. Inthe Afternoon, 5 of the - 


' Twrks that intended to paſſe the 


Mote, gave an Alarme, at which 
time the Lievetenant Colonel of 
the Walteriſh Regiment was killed 

with a Shot. 
On the 17th, the Marquis of 
Grana was hurt with a Bullet be- 
low the knee ; but the Grand Cap- 
tain was wounded in the Head, 
whereof he dyed; alſo between 
eleven and twelve of the Clock, 
the Enemy made an Aſſault in two 
places, which laſted till two, with 
great loſſe on both ſides. At the 
Evening, the Befieged flung light- 
ed Pzich-Barrels among theEnemy, 
which drove them out of Frederick 
Sconce; but at the going out of the 
Lights, the T»rks preſſed in again

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On the 18h, the Tarks were

them back ; However by this 
means, they made a Breach in the

_ On the 20th, the Turks climbd | 
over the Paliſado's and began to | 


undermine Forgats-Sconce - and 
about four in the after-noon they 
Attaqued FPFrederick-Scone ,- and 
planted ſeventeen of their En-

ſucceſsfully, they likewiſe made 
an Aifſault upon Forgats-Sconce to 
their great loſle. 

On the 21th, they came on by 
night in- great filence, and made 
another Aſſault; at which time an 
Eminent 
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Eminent Baſſa was ſlain, and two 
Captains of the Beſteged ; and on 
rorh ſides many Souldiers loſt. 

On the 22th, they made an- 
aber furious Affault, but they 
were repulſed with loſl le, and kept 
off with flinging of kin dled P3tch- 
Barrels among them : yet they 


came on agato, but to no purpoſe. 
At this Bout, the Beſteged loſt a- 
' bove forty men, amongſt whom 
were tWO Lievetenant Colonells, 
one whereof was a Spaniard, the

Firlt, as 
if the Polanders intended to con- 
ferre that Crown upon young Aa- 
gotzi; tothe end, to Incorporate 
Tranſylvania with Poland; and 
the young Prince was then to 
Marryinto the Houſe of 7»ſpruck. 
It was bruited 1n the next place, 
that the Turkiſh Chianx, who 
came along with Barox de Goes, 
brought with him Plenipotenceto 
propound a new Treaty, and to 
offer new Conditions of Peace 3 
but this was a Story that gained 
little credit; for who could be 
ſo ſimple as to believe, that fo

irom Count Nicholas Serini 


to His Imperial Majeſty. 


T He Providence of God did | 


never more ſignally appear 
then Yeſterday, 7 the preſervati- 
on n0t onely of my ſelf, and the 
Forces under my Command, but 
likewiſe of all the Neighbouring 
Countries hereabouts : At which 
time the Turks and. Tartars with 
2 mighty Power, and in the open 
day, advanced toward us, bring- 
ing with them an orderly well- 
framed Ship - Bridge, with all 
things 
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things appertaining therennto 3 
and two thouſand Tartars were 


ſent before, to lay it, and make it 


ready for the reſt of the Forces. 
The little ſtrength Thad, I diſpo- 
ſed here, and there, as Tthought 
moſt for my advantage, and kept 


- Guard my ſelf with three Hun- 


dred Horſe. About break of day, 
notice was given me'by a Warn- 
ing - Piece, of the Infidels ap- 

roach : Whereupon IT inſtantly 
moved into ſight, and found that
